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Antioch Township Tax Valuation 30 Million, 
Assessor John P. Miller Reveals; Increase 
Is $1,450,000 Over Last Year's $28,560,772 



16,000 Descriptions 
Listed on Tax Book 

Most of Increase Found in 

New Homes and House 

Repairs in Area 



Antioch Township, largest town- 
ship in Lake County, will be a tax 
valuation of approximately $30,000,- 
000 for next year's collection, John 
P. Miller, assessor announced Tues- 
day ns he began the closing of his 
books for the lost time. 

He will turn over his duties to 
the newly elected successors An- 
thony J. Scully, soon. 

The new figure represents an in- 
crease of $1,259,254, which with the 
multiplication factor required by 
state law, will up the amount to ap- 
proximately $1,450,000. 

Last year's total figure was $28,- 
500,772 and the increase, as can be 
seen, will approach the $30,000,000 
mark. 

Of the 16,000 total number of 
descriptions (all accounts are re- 
ferred to as descriptions whether 
real estate or personal property) 
3,550 were on personal property. 
There were 12,424 descriptions for 
real estate. 

Assessor Miller said that he fol- 
lowed up 030 building permits, 
which were either for new homes 
or repairs in accounting for much 
of the increased valuation. 

"Most of the increase was on new 
residential property," Assessor Mil- 
ler said. "Not a single commercial 
building was erected this year." 

Miller said that he is gathering 
additional data as to assessed valu- 
ation for the Antioch Township 
High School district and will have 
it available next Thursday for 
publication or for use at the public 
meeting that the high school board 
is planning. 

"For instance, increased valuation 
upped the tax income for the high 
school from $269,000 in 1055 to 
$325,000 in 1950. The coming year 
will sec further increase."

On that day Horan will close his 
books and end his service as collec- 
tor, for the township collector office 
in Lake county has been abolished. 
He has served the township as col- 
lector for 16 years, using both Anti- 
och banks as his places of collection. 

"From my many years of experi- 
ence, in dealing with the people and 
their taxes, I find that the public 
has an awful lot to learn about vil- 
lage, township, and county adminis- 
trative business relative to taxes, 
which keep administrative bodies 
functioning properly," said Horan. 

To provide money for the pay- 
rolls at the opening of school and 
making unnecessary ' anticipation 
warrants, Collector Horan recently 
turned over $80,000 to the school 
treasurer. The money perhaps will 



not be available so early next year 
when it must pass through the reg- 
ular channels of the county treasur- 
er's office. 

Horan received five books this 
year from the county treasurer, 
containing 15,000 real estate and 
personal property items. 

After the first week of mailing, 
246 personal property lax statements 
were returned, many marked "re- 
fused," moved and deceased. From 
the list of the above 3,000 mailed 
out, 1,672 arc yet unpaid and have 
until Saturday to make payment. 

""*If time is available before the 
tax books have to be turned in for 
auditing after Sept. 1, the unpaid 
names listed in the book will be 
copied and published," Horan said. 
Collections as of Tuesday amount- 
ed to $461,977.47, and Horan expects 
the total to well exceed last year's 
total of. $507,10.39.

Now 70 per cent is spent by Washington 
bureaucrats.*' Then, to make a bad matter worse, 
"A big part of our tax money never comes back to us 
in services — but is lived up by the swarms of bureau- 
crats whose hands it goes through." 

President Eisenhower has proposed that the 
states assume responsibility, in whole or in part, for 
many projects now handled on the federal level. If 
the states will do that, the taxpayers will find that 
they will get more and better service — and for less 
money.

Price-Making and Wage-Making 

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of the Council 
of Economic Advisers during President Truman's 
administration, recently testified on the problem of 
price inflation before a Senate investigating body. 
He made statements that cannot logically be contra- 
dicted. 

He said that "the processes of price-making and 
of wage-making are so intertwined in the modern 
world that neither can be effectively analyzed in 
isoaltion from the other." He then said that labor 
unions should be subject to the anti-trust laws. ex« 
actly as are business and industrial organizations. 

The public is entitled to the protection of the 
law against all monopolies — not jus one kind.

No Stranger 

A record tonnage of U. S. coal is going abroad 
these days. And it's interesting to note that our coal 
is no stranger in world markets. Almost a century 
ago Pocahontas coal from West Virginia gained in- 
ternational recognition. Now coal from many seams 
in many states enters export trade. 

Last year these coal exports showed a 29 per 
cent gain over 1955 — a substantially larger percentage 
increase than for foreign, trade as a whole. And it 
is expected that the foreign appetite for American 
coal will show another jump this year. 

The reason for this appetitie has various facets. 
For one, there has been a tremendous industrial re- 
surgence in West Germany and elsewhere, with a 
corresponding rise in demand for energy fuels. For 
another, coal production in England, with her so- 
cialized industry, has been pretty much in the dol- 
drums — where once she was the world's foremost 
coal exporter, she is now a net importer. For still 



another, the American coal industry— a competitive 
private enterprise Industry— has been extremely suc- 
cessful In improving the quality of coal, and in 
tailoring the product to fit different needs. 

The sum of It oil is that American coal Is an 
Important element in building up the resources, living 
standards, and economic health of the free world.

Tax Facts 



The Taypayers' . Federation of 
Illinois today called attention to 
the careful consideration given 
school legislation by the members 
of the last General Assembly. 
School bills comprised 11 per cent 
of the total bills. 

Of all bills introduced, 56.7 per 
cent passed and 51 per cent became 
law. School bills had greater suc- 
cess, both in passing the Senate and 
House, in that 72 per cent of them 
passed and 68 per cent became law. 

"'It would be extremely difficult 
to prove how great a per cent of 
successful legislation is the result 
of compromise," said Maurice W. 
Scott, Executive Secretary, "but 
legislative processes call for com- 
promise and no one person or group 
can expect to dictate the final form 
of a bill." 

Scott cited House Bill 706 as a 
case in point: This bill authorized 
elementary school districts to levy 
for education purposes 65c per $100 
equalized assessed valuation without 
referendum, a potential local tax 
increase for the State as a whole of 
$1 milfion. It also increased ret' 
erendum rights from $1.25 to $1.40 
per $100 for education purposes for 
such districts. 

In its original form, H. B. 706 
allowed 12-grade districts to In- 
crease their taxing power $13W mil- 
lion without referendum. The Tax- 
payers' Federation sponsored 
amendments preventing any tax in- 
creases without referendum. At- 
tempts were made to amend this 
bill to call for direct referenda for 
both elementary and 12-grade dis- 
trict tax increases. A very close 
vote in the House defeated the 12- 
grade direct referendum and the 
Senate defeated the elementary dis- 
trict referendum amendment. Par- 
tial success was achieved in that a 
final conference committee from 
both houses agreed to amendments 
whereby 12-grade districts could 
increase their education tax rates to 
$1.25 and building rates to 25c per 
$100, subject to referendum if the 
voters petition for one. 

"Taxpayers can be grateful to 
their organization for the amend- 
ments which protect their interests," 
Scott concluded.

Women of Lake Villa 
C. Methoditt Church 



Dr. Akbnr Abdul-Hoqq of India 
will bo the featured speaker at tho 
monthly meeting of the Woman's 
Society of the LaRo Villa Commun- 
ity Methodist Church on Tuesday, 
Sept. 3, 

The Methodist magazine "Togeth- 
er" recently described Dr. Haqq as 
an "Unusual Methodist" and writes 
this about him; "Back in his native 
India, Dr. Akbar Abdul-Haqq and 
his loved ones are shunned by close 
relatives because his father, a Mus- 
lim priest, became a Christian 
evangelist. 

As a child, Dr. Haqq learned what 
it means to be a follower of Christ: 
the only Christian in a school class 
of CO, he was asked repeatedly 
why he followed our religion — 
which forced him to think deeply 
about his faith. Joining tho Meth- 
odist Church in Southern Asia in 
1047, he subsequently was granted 
a Crusade (Methodist) Scholar- 
ship for study in the U. S., took his 
Ph.D. at Northwestern. Now, as 
president of Henry Martyn School 
of Islamics, he guides young Chris- 
tians as they study Mohammedanism 
in preparation for seeking converts 
from its ranks. In 1950 he accepted 
a bid to act as interpreter for Billy 
Graham when the evangelist visited 
India, proved so successful that he 
came to the U. S. as the only non- 
Briton, non-American on Graham's 
team. His aim now: to spearhead 
Graham-type crusades throughout 
Asia."

Illinois Ranks First 

Illinois ranks first In the nation 
In the numbers of deaths and sec- 
ond In amount of property damage 
from tornadoes, according to a re- 
port from the Illinois State Water 
Survey, Department of Registration 
and Education. 

Nine hundred and fourteen 
deaths and approximately $48,705,- 
680 In property damage from 1010- 
1050 was caused by a total of 184 
tornadoes. Tornadoes in Illinois 
have been particularly destructive 
because of the density of population. 

Rainfall which accompanies tor- 
nadoes in Illinois may be heavy, but 
generally lasts only a short time, 
according to meteorologists.

The Illinois state highway police 
wilt continue their recruiting drive 
at the DuQuoin fair, August 25 
through September 2.

Back To School 

- Warning For Adult* 



When school bells rang this week, 
there were hundreds of school chil- 
dren trudging along our streets. 
Will they get back and forth to 
school safely? 

Last year 2,650 youngsters from 
five years of age to 14 lost their 
lives in accidents on our nation's 
highways. Along with getting those 
"first day clothes" ready, every par- 
ent should consider rehearsing the 
children on safety rules and the best 
route to take to reach school in the 
safest possible manner. 

Especially important is getting 
the youngster who is entering the 
first grade off to a good start. 
Guide him carefully along the route, 
pointing out signal lights, cross 
walks, and the old-fashioned but 
still important rule — "stop, look 
and listen." 

At the same time, instill in the 
child a healthy respect for the traf- 
fic officer or school patrol. If you 
have moved into a new neighbor- 
hood and the children are attend- 
ing a new school, this "dress re- 
hearsal" is most important. On the 
way,' check to see that the school 
section has been properly posted 
with warning signs for motorists. 

Drivers, too, should be alert at the 
re-opening of school. If you arc 
living in n new place, learn to watch 
for areas where children wait for 
the school bus, the playgrounds and
